Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1950 
as  Borough  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  It  will  be  realised  that 
I  did  not  commence  duty  until  the  1st  of  December,  1950,  I 
had  to  rely  large Ij^  on  information  supplied  to  me  by 
-'Dr^  ^'^.J.Coombe  and  by  the  B:rough  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Orwig 
Hughes.  I  am  grateful 'to  these  gentlemen  for  the  help ■ acc orded 
to  'me  ?n  preparing  this  report. 

•  The  vital  statistics  show  some  interesting  features 
though  it  must  be-  borne  in  mind  'that  birth  and  death  rates 
based  _^on  0  population  of  2091  are  less  reliable  indices  than  those 
based  "^on  larger  populations.  A  telling  illustration  of  this  is 
to  be  seen  in  the  high  figure  (68.9)  representing  the  Infant 
Mortality  rate  in  the  Borough.  This  figure  is  produced  by  a  total 
of  two  infant  dentils .  Furthermore  the  two  infants  were  children 
of  one  mother. 


Housing-  continues  to  be  the  most  pressing  problem 
in  this  Borough  as  is  the  case  generally  throughout  the  country. 
The  health  of  the  people  is  closely  bound  up  with  this  need?  -  not 
only  their  physical  health  but  their  mental  health.  Thorof is  a 
^  vast' amount  of  neurosis  in  parents  and  maladjustment  in  cigildren 
caused  through  overcrowding*  especially  where  three  generations 
hove  to  live  in  the  same  house. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  during  the  year 
was  low.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria  continued  to  be  offered 
in  the  welfare  clinics,  schools  and  the  general  practitioners 
surgeries.  Vaccination  against  smallpox  was  carried  out  in 
welfare  clinics  and  practitioners ’■  surgo pies .  The  figures  for 
vaccination  and  immunisation  (including  B.C.G,  vaccination  against 
tuberculosis)  are  quoted  by  courtesy  of  the  C''unty  Medical  Officer. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
you  all  for  your  cordial  welcome  on  my  commencing  duty  in 
Anglesey.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Officers  of  the  Borough 
Council  for  their  friendly  co-operation.
